Rules (please read carefully): 


Please Read: Membership in DisCon III is a requirement to vote in 
Site Selection. If you are not already a member of DisCon III, you 
must purchase at least a Supporting Membership in DisCon III. The 
cost of this is USS5O. In addition, there is a US$50 Site Selection 
voting fee. Adding these two together means that the minimum cost 
to vote is USS100. If you do not already have a DisCon III 
membership, you may purchase it on the DisCon III website, 
https://discon3.org/membership/membership-information/. 


Eligibility: To be eligible to vote, you must be a living, natural person 
and either a Full Attending, Virtual, or Supporting Member of 
DisCon III. Ballots cast for memberships held by non-natural 
persons, such as “Guest of” memberships, clubs, toys, et cetera, 
may only be voted as “No Preference.” Please note that Day Passes 
do NOT include voting rights. 


INSTRUCTIONS 


1. To vote in the 2023 Worldcon Site Selection, you must pay a 
Site Selection Voting Fee of US$50. You can pay electronically 
on the DisCon III website (see Online Instructions below) or by 
check or money order (see Postal Mailing Instructions below). 

2. Print out the Site Selection Ballot here:

3. Fill out your ballot as described under the “Voting” section. 

4. Make sure you enter your DisCon III Membership Number, 
Voting Token, and sign your ballot. 

5. Include your name and address on your ballot. In addition to this 
information being used to validate the ballot, we will provide it 
to the winning bid so that they know who their members are. 
This information will be kept confidential. 

6. Transmit your completed ballot. To send your ballot to DisCon III 
by email see the “Online Instructions” section; to send your 
ballot via postal mail see the “Postal Mail Instructions” section. 








Online Instructions 


1. If you wish to pay Site Selection Voting Fee via credit or debit 
card, you can do so on the DisCon III website. Follow the 
instructions at https://discon3.org/whats-on/hugo-awards- 
wsfs/2023-worldcon-site-selection/. Use the subpage for paying 
the voting fee for the Worldcon site selection. You will receive a 
voting token; enter it on your ballot as proof of payment. Your 
voting token is proof that you paid electronically for your Site 
Selection Voting Fee. 








2. After you have your token, follow steps 2-5 in the “Instructions” 
section above. 

3. Scan your completed ballot as a PDF or other widely used image 
type (JPG, TIF, PNG, BMP, GIF).

Email ballots must be received by Tuesday, December 14, 2021, 
12:00 noon Eastern Standard Time (EST). 


Postal Mailing Instructions 


1. You may pay for your Site Selection Voting Fee with a 
personal check or money order in U.S. funds payable to “81st 
Worldcon”. 

2. After filling out both sections of the ballot and signing it, fold 
the ballot along the dashed lines below, then tape the fold 
shut at the solid line, to conceal your vote from casual 
viewing prior to the ballot count. 

3. Ballots may be submitted by postal mail to the address 
below. 


DO NOT MAIL CASH. Postal mail ballots must be received by 
Tuesday, December 7, 2021. 


Voting continues at DisCon III until 6 PM EST on Friday, 

December 17, 2021. If you delegate someone to hand carry your 
ballot, either (a) make sure your membership number is included on 
the ballot or (b) purchase your DisCon III (supporting) membership 
online or (c) give your voting agent separate payment for your 
membership. 


Voting: Site Selection ballots are tallied by preferential balloting 
procedures. The winner is the first to receive a majority of those 
ballots expressing a preference. Indicate your favorite option with a 
“1,” your next favorite with a “2,” and so on. If you mark an “X” with 
no other marks, that will count as a “1” for that option with no other 
preferences. Please do not use any marks other than these.
